JUDGMENT 
M. S. LIBERHAN, J. 

Petitioner (P-2) has challenged the election of res¬ 
pondent No. 3 (Surinder Kairon) to the Lok Sabha 
from Taran Taran Constituency. Morsel facts dis¬ 
closed in the petition are : the petitio'ner w'as kept in 
illegal detention by the polica; he was not allowed 
to file nomination papers; commission of corrupt prac¬ 
tices were attributed to the returned candidate res¬ 
pondent No. 4; he was deprived of his right of effec¬ 
tive can),paigning and that there was disermnation 
in the matter of facilities proivided to the candidates 
for campaigning. 

Before issuing notices of the petition to the res¬ 
pondents, I have gone through the petition with the 
assistance of the petitioner and have also perused 
objections raised by the Additional Registrar (Judi¬ 
cial). The objections raised bv the Additional Registrar 
(Judicial) shall be dealt with at the end. In order to 
find out whether the petition discloses any cause of 
action, facts as averred ia the petition prima facie 
taken to be correct, would enable the Court to dec¬ 
lare the election of respondent as invalid in violation 
of the Act or Law prevalent. 

It would be expedient to deal with the averments 
first para-vsnse and then in its tot.al!ty. 

Para one of the petition discloses the right of the 
petitioner to challenge the election; para two dis¬ 
closes election programro.c; para three discloses 
the names of the candidates and their election sym¬ 
bols and para four discloses the popularity of the peti- 
tioher and reasons for the same. Thus, facts in paras 
No. one to four are nothing, but introductory facts. 

(In para five of the petition it is averred that the 
returned candidate commanded influence being son of 
Ex-Chief Minister. As a sequel to para five, it is aver¬ 
red that the returned candidate apprehending his de¬ 
feat, connived v/ith the police officials and caused the 
illegal detention of the petitioner on 2-2-1992. The 
last date for filing the nomination naners Was 
1-2-1992. The petitioner was not Permitted to parti¬ 
cipate in the scrutiny of the nomination papers held 
on 3-2-92. Petitioner was taken to the Returning Offi¬ 
cer on 5-2-1992 which was the date fixed for allot¬ 
ment of symbols and withdrawal from election. The 
■Petirioner made various complaints of his illegal de¬ 
tention to various authorities. Petitioner complained 
aEour denial oi' his ripjn'- fn addmss tbe votes of his 
Oonstituenotr over Alt Tndia Radio. P is averred that 
during petitioner’!! deten'rioa on 3-2-1992 nnd 4-2-92 
he W'as contacted bv Sarnanch of village Kairon, who 
tr .-riasin of tbp returned candidate, through Otic 
Pwikar ffingh. Head Constable of Police Station Sadar 
Tarn Tara'’ Fetitioner was offered huge amount for 
withdrawal from Election. The petitioner was released 
only after declaration of election result A referenti 
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was, also made with respect to the ppndency of a num¬ 
ber of cases pending against the petitioner which were 
dismissed in default during the period of his detention. 

The averments made in para sixteen of the peti¬ 
tion may be treated either facts of the law or the par¬ 
ticulars of facts for setting aside the election of the re¬ 
turned candidate. It would be expedient to repr(> 
duce the averments made in para sixteen of the peti¬ 
tion in the language of the petitioner. Para sixteen 
runs as under :— 

“That the petitioner is entitled to have the result 
of the respondent No. ? declared void and 
to have himself declared as elected for the 
petitioner's constituency of Tarn Taraii on 
following among various grounds : 

1. Respondent Njo. 3 resorted to corrupt 
practices. 

2. Petitioner was deprived of his right to 
have effective campaigning and contact¬ 
ing voters of his Constituency. 

3. Petitioner’s fundamentai rights have been 
encroached upon. 

<. There has been vidious discrimination in the 
matter of facilities provided to the can¬ 
didates for campaigning”. 

In my considered view mere mentioning in the 
petition that the returned candidate'resorted to cor¬ 
rupt practices by itself does not disclose any fact much 
less material facts on which an)/ trial can be held. Sec¬ 
tion 123 of the • Representative of the People Act, 
1951 defines corrupt practices. 

In my .view after scaning the entire election petition 
no facts much less material facts can be spelled out to 
attribute commission of corrupt practice committed 
by returned candidate. One^ is left to imaginatp, what 
corrupt practice, if any, the petitioner intends or had 
in his mind which is attributed to the returned can¬ 
didate. By presumptions or assumptions no corruot 
practice committed by thei returned’ candidate can be 
soelled out. What to say of disclosing material facts, 
the petition does not even refer to atw soecific corrupt 
practice which the returned candidate is alleved to 
have adopted or comfflitteii. There cannot be any 
better example of the pleadings being bereft not only 
of facts, material facts or carticulars rather of any al¬ 
legations or ground. Mere saying that corrupt prac¬ 
tices were committed, is no ground Jo set aside the 
election. The election can be set aside onlv on the 
grounds set nut bv Section 100 of 'tbe< Representation 
of People Act. Neither any material fact, nor any 
plea, bv reading of which, in the enti'e election peti¬ 
tion. one can remotelv say that violation of anv law 
was made. No material facts making out anv ground 
envisaged by Section 100 of the Act was di.sdosed. 

The second eround or averment viz. deprivation of 
the petitioner from his ri.ght to effective campaisrainn 
and contacting the voters is Rv itself no ground to set 
aside an elechon, in particiilarlv when no facts which 
connect the returned candidafeTwith averments of de¬ 
priving the petitioner from effective campaigning is 
made out or even remotely alleged. 


The grounds No. three and four are only to be 
noticed as they have been stated in the petition as re¬ 
produced above. I have failed to comprehend as to 
which statutory or other right of the petitioner has 
been infringed, how th© infringment imagined by the 
petitioner is referable to Section 100 of the Represen¬ 
tation of People Act, which specifiies the grounds for 
setting aside the ejection. It is well established that the 
representation of Peoplg. Act is a complete code and 
election of returned candidate can be set aside onl,y 
on the specified grounds provided by the Statute. On 
my repreatedly asking, the petitioner has failed to 
point out the facts much less the material facts which 
fall within the four corners of the definition of ‘cor¬ 
rupt practices’ or any of the grounds for setting m'd; 
the election as set out by Section 100 of the said 
The petition is totally nebulous of material facts ma¬ 
terial particulars. There is no reterence to any of the 
statutory provisions of the Act. The petition is totally 
obscure. By reading he petition I cannot restrain my¬ 
self from observing that the petitioner was under soine 
sort of dlusion. There is nothing to collate even by 
reading the petition in any manner whatsoever as 
being referable to anjy grounds spelled out by Section 
100 of the Act. Resultant effect of the facts stated 
in the petition is that it does not disclose any cause of 
action. The Court’s time cannot be wasted on such 
like pleadings. The petition taken as a whole is bereft 
of material facts, particulars and the grounds for set¬ 
ting aside the election. The falsity and hollowness of 
the pleadings are further proved from the facts of 
the petition. On the one hand, the petitioner avers 
that he was detained by the police, not permitted to 
file nomination papers, but in the same breath he 
avers that last date for filing the nomination pacers 
was 1-2-1992 and he was detained on 2-2-1992. Thus 
T again cannot refrain myself in observing or holding 
that petition does not disclose any cause’ of action 

The petitioner admits that Union of India, and 
State of Punjab are neither the necessary nor proper 
parties in term of Section .32 of the Representation of 
People Act. According to Section 82 onlv parties en¬ 
umerated in it can be impleaded in an Election Peti¬ 
tion. The impleading of improper parties by itself is 
no gi-ound to dismiss the election petition. 

There is no gain saying that the affidavit sworn 
by the_ petitioner in support cf his election, petition 
is not in conformity with Section 83 of the Represen¬ 
tation of People Act and form prescribed by the 
rules thereunder. Even this defect is not fatal to the 
petition. 

Section 86 of the said Act snecificall;'/ nrOvides 
the grounds on which an election petition can be 
dismissed on its threshonld. The defective affidavit 
or the defective verification either by the petitioner 
o.r any one else, is no ground envisaged bv Section 
86 of the Act on which petition can be dismissed. 
Same is the position with respect to non-filing of 
translated copies of the Annexure in vernacular. 

I am further of the view that absence of promin¬ 
ent description of the Anaexures in. the body of the 
position; non-addition of form-B; non-submission of 
doffi-lmed envelope for keeping the documents and 
non-filing of pre-paid Regd. A.D. covers are by

itself no grounds for dismissal of the election peti¬ 
tion. The petitioner is entitled to remove these 
defects pointed out by the office. However, the peti¬ 
tioner did not remove 'the said defects pointed out 
bj/ the office and insisted in the” Court that ,hosc 
need not to be removed. 

So far a.s the objeojon raised by the office that 
copies filed in the office are not true copies and it 
has been found by the olfice that pages 2. 3, 5 and 
6 of copy No. (1), 2. 5 and 6 of copy No. (TI) 
pages 2 and 5 of each copy No. (TIT) (IV), (VI), 
(Vlf), (VllLI), (IX) and (X) do not lally with the 
pages of the original petition is concerned, there is 
no gain saying thai the petitioner has failed to file 
true copies of the petition alongw'ith original petition 
a,«* envi.sagcd by Section 81 of the Representation 
of People Adi., Section 86 of the Representation of 
People Act enjoiine that the petition should be dis¬ 
missed if true copies of the election petition are not 
filed alongwith the election peJtion at the time of 
its presentation to the Court. At this stage T may 
venture to state that the affixation of the signatures 
on the peijtion as the true copy of the petition at 
'the last page of the petition is sufficient compliance 
of Section 81 as well as the High Court rulas and 
orders, The filing of true copies can not be taken 
to be a clerical mistake which could be rectified. 
Non-ftliag of trug copies is faital to election in view 
of Section 86 of the Act. Non-filing of true copies 
is a ground for dismissal of petition, T am of the 
view that since the petitioner has not filed true 
copies as pointed out by the office, the petition is 
liable to be dismissed as envisaged by Section 86 of 
ffie Act. 

In view of circumstances stated alDpve, the peti¬ 
tion does riot discharge any facts much less material 
fadls for setting aside the election. It would be 
wastage of Court’s time to issue notices to the 
respondents at tliis stage. 

The petition taken as a Whole, read as a whole 
and even accepting what has been stated therein as 
true, docs not disclose any of the founds envis¬ 
aged by Section 1(X) of the Representation of Peo¬ 
ple Act for setting aside the elction. It has been 
observed in Bbawgati Prarad vs. Rajeev Gandhi, 
p-8 A.I.R. 1986 Supreme Court 1534 that cause 
of action can be seen even before the filing of the 
Written statement or before issuing the notices to 
the respondents to answer the plaint]petition. 

Keeping in view the law laid down m the above 
judgment by the Hon’blc Supremo Court and the 
observations made above that the petition does not 
disclose any facts much less material facts disclosing 
any cause of action against returned candidate the 


petition is dismissed with costs. Costs Rs. 500|-.
